Uttle more than a year after legislators deltberated over 
whether the state could afford the long-term costs of a 
$1 billion property lax relief package (SB 154) — and $7 
billion in property tax cuts later — the California Legis¬ 
lature approved and the governor immediately signed a 
$1 billion election-year Income tax cut Intended, In part, 
to trim back a still-bulging state surplus. 

IXibbed the “Christmas Tree” bill, the measure (AB 
3802, Kopiloff), as siged by Governor Brown August 30, 
piovldes: 

— $75 and $150 In personal income tax credits for 
Individual and Joint returns, respectively, on a one-time 
basis for the 1978 Income year. (Total cost: $675 million.) 

— A once-ln-a-Iifetime forgiveness of lup to $100,000 
In capital gains on the sale of an owner-occupied home 
sold after January 1,1978. (Total cost; $25 million per year.) 

— Additional, ongoing tax credits for persons 65 and 
over and retirees under 65. (Total cost: $8 million per 
year.) 

— Additional, ongoing senior citizens’ renter relief, 
with Income limits raised from the current $5,000 to $12,000. 
(Total cost: $94 million beginning In 1979-80.) 

— Disabled homeowner* and renters with the same 
relief pn^rams provided for senior citizens. (Total cost: 
$7 million beginning in 1979-80.) 

— Recipiets of public assis.ance a $37 renters’ credit 
and exempts such credit as inconve for purpoae.s of de¬ 
termining welfare grants. (Total cost; $14 million begin¬ 
ning in 1979-80.) 

— An ongoing, partial Indexing of personal income 
tax brackets beginning In 1978, expanding the brackets 
to offset the effects of inflation beyond 3 per cent per 
year. (Total cost: $250 million in 1978-79 and growing to 
$390 million in 1979 80.) 

— Full indexing of fhe personal exemption credit, 
dependent cre<llt, blind credit, low-inconu; credit, and 
s andard deduction, beginning in 1979. (Total cost; $44 
million In 1979-80 and presumably groM’ing thereafter ) 

Tlie $958 million measure was .sent to the governor 
without a dissenting vote on the floor of either house. 
The second-year cos, of the bill is €*stimated at $582 mil¬ 
lion. 

Remedy Lost In Shuffle 

The California Supreme Court August 16 declined to 
hear a case Which sought to prevent 23 California coun¬ 
ties from applying last year’s unsecuroi property tax 
rates, ra.her Oian the 1 per cent rate provided for in Pro¬ 
position 13, to unsecured proi>erty. 

The court’s six-word decision, “Petition for write of 
mandamus denied," did not address the merits of the 
issues brought before it In a Joint jretltlon lilt'd by the 
State Board t>f Iktualiza ion, the attorney general, and 
the controller. TIve court, which has elected to hear at 
lea.st three otlier cins itutional Issues relating to Propo 
sitton 13, thu.s effectively remandty.V to tiie local le\-cl 
the question of what tax rate should be applied to un 
secured property. 

While a n-cently e.nacted statute (.Section 4807, Reve¬ 
nue and Taxa ion Code) prevents • court from enjoining 
the ix)llectlon of local property taxes, taxpayers may pay 
a given tax bill under protest, file an application for re¬ 
fund with the county iind, losing there, appt'al the deci 
slon to the 'Upc'rior court. A ciass-attion refund suit, Darr 
V. Alvora. has already ijeen filed In Ix>» Angeles County 
on l)ehal( of unse<-ured property taxpayers.

Frank A. Hill, candidate for county a5.se.ssor, called 
Alexander Pope’s 1978-79 real property valuation a fraud 
tha will result in tlie illegal extracation of millions of 
dollars from county taxpayers. 

In a letter to Pope today. Hill said that projxtrty 
owners in 1976 and in 1977 were advist'd that the reason 
lor the high valuation placed on their property then was 
“that there was a monthly inflationary rl.se of 2 to 2’-^ 
per cent in real property market values. 

“Time after time, appraisers so testified before me 
while 1 served un the l.os Angeles County Asse.ssment 
Appeals Board,” he said. "It is only right that you reduce 
the t-alua.ion of such property by the same formula used 
to increase its valuation in pn'paring the 1976 and 1977 
tax rolls,” Hill declaiul 

Hill wrote that it was his Intention to bring thi.s 
matter to the at e.ntion of tlie public. For this purpose, he 
demanded that Pojie furnish him all Intra-deparmental 
documenation relating to (he subject by September 11. 
He cited the recent Los Angeles Superior Court case which 
held that ail county working corn'spondence and mem- 
oroda be.ween intra-departmcntal employc'es. including 
appointed officials, arc open public records. 

"This material,” Hill wrote, "should cover all of the 
various classification.s of re.sidential projicrties. Including 
single family and multiple family properiles.” 

After examination of the.se records, iHill .said he will 
call for the production of similar information concerning 
commercial and industrial properties.

One interesting political 
sidelight is that traditional¬ 
ly voters register Democrat 
over Republican at the rate 
of about two to one. When 
this legislation, which gives 
such laxity to our voter reg¬ 
istration procedures, was de¬ 
bated and approved In both 
Houses of the Legislature, it 
was viewed as a straight- 
line party vote: Democrats 
in favor. Repu b 1 1 c a n s 
against.

Finally, let me suggest 
Iliat the Legislators .should 
take a long hai-d look at tin- 
implication of this proce¬ 
dure of registration by mail. 
The public perception of its 
electctl officials is at an all 
tim" low. When Legislators 
lail to take .-xiriously the 
concerns of their constitu¬ 
ents or make a mockery of 
one of our true pirvileges. 
such as voting, it is the duty 
of the governed to remove 
them from office. For when¬ 
ever the voting process is 
tampered with, the govirn- 
ment. or Legislators. ,n o 
longer derive “their Just 
powers from the consent of 
the governed.”

Voting, and consequently 
the procedure by which you 
register to vote, is the basis 
upon wliich free govern¬ 
ments derive their pow'er 
from the governed. It should 
not be taken lightly.

One final note, Eason is 
thinking of getting an ab¬ 
sentee ballot In the dog’s 
name.

While keepuig on the 
same subject as last week, 
I find that I didn’t have a 
chance to mention anything 
about nature guide books. 
So this week I’ll mention a 
few that I find to be quite 
helpful when I need to 
identify or great greater in¬ 
sight into something I’ve ob¬ 
served. 

If you are new to blrdlng, 
let me steer you in what lias 
to bo the best direction. For 
those of us living in the 
west there Is a comprehen¬ 
sive book that is regarded 
by many to be the birder’s 
Bible. It is suitably called 
“A Field Guide To Westenji 
Birds,” with text and llius- 
tratlons by renowned author 
Roger Tory Peterson. With 
everything from loons to 
larks, and spoonbills to spar¬ 
rows, Mr Peterson writes 
about the birds’ field marks, 
similar species, voice, range, 
habitat, and young. It is, in¬ 
deed, a comprehensive guide 
I like to recommend to all 
my interested friends! Check 
into it. -And you’ll find how 
easy it slips into your back 
pack. 

Another excellent guide, 
especially for the price, is 
"Our Living World of Na¬ 
ture,” a whole series of 
books with titles like "The 
Life of Rivers and Streams”, 
“The Life of the Marsh”; 

"The Life of the Pond”; 

“The Life of the Forest.” 

Extremely usable books with 
beautiful photo illustrations! 

I like using "N a t i v e 
Shrubs of Southern Callfor 
nia,” by Peter H. Raven, 

when working in the foothill 
chaparral with my students. 
Coupled with line drawings, 
the text gives a basic des¬ 
cription of the shrubs, also 
telling were the plants oc¬ 
cur. A very good beginner’s 
guide. 

If you are interested in 
what wild plants are edible, 
one very good source is 
Bradford Angler, who has 
re.searched and written sev¬ 
eral books on the subject. 
One of his books, titled 
“Free For the Eating,” talks 
about 100 wild plants and 
different ways they can be 
used. Sev'eral years ago 
when I spent a summer in 
the Idaho wilds I took tw'o 
of his books and found them 
very useful. I was able to 
identify several wild plants, 
and fixed them in different 
ways for my meals. I’m still 
here to tell about it! 

Obviously, there are many 
other guides jiust as good as 
these. But these are some 
that I have found to be very
